Providence  divi-ioii  ;  thence  through  the - 
centre  of  >;iid  latter  tnicks  to  Gainsborough  Street;  thence 
throuirh  the  ( entre  of  (iainsborouirh  Street  to  Huntin^ou 
Avenue;  tlicnce  through  the  centre  of  Huntington  Avenue 
to  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  park  system  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Ilniitington  -V venue  and  Hemeinvay  .Street ;  thence 
we.-terl}'  and  -outherly  along  the  said  park  system  line  by 
the'  Fenwa},  the  Rivervray  and  the  .lamaicaway  to  a  point 
opposite  the  centre  of  Willow  Pond  K<jad ;  thence  tlu'ough 
the  centre  of  Willow  Pond  Koad  to  the  diviiiing  line  l)etweeii 
Brooklinc  and  Boston  :  thence  northerly  by  said  dividing 
line  to  the  easterly  side  of  St.  ifary  .Street  extended  ; 
thence  by  the  easterly  side  of  St.  ^[ary  Street  extended  and 
St.  Mary  Street  to  the  south  side  of  Commonwealth  Avenue  ; 
thence  by  the  south  side  of  Commonwealth  Avenue  to  a 
point  opjiosite  the  centre  of  Essex  Street ;  thence  through 
the  centre  of  Essex  Street  and  the  Essex  Street  bridge  to 
the  iioiiit  of  beginning. 

The  .italion  house  is  located  on  BoyUton   Street,  near  the 
corner  of  Hereford  Street..

Relating  to  the  Listixo  of  Persons  Twenty  Years  op  W 

Age  or  over,  Residents  of  the  City  of  BosTOjf, 
In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  279  of  the 
"  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1903,"  the  Board  of  Police  this  year  -< 

for  the  first  time  prepared  lists  of  '*  male  persons  of  tweuty 
years  of  age  or  upwards  who  resided  in  the  city  of  Boston  _   ' 

on  May  1,  1903."     Such  lists  are  used  by  the  Election  Com-  *^ 

'  missioners  as  a  basis  in  preparing  the  annual  voting  list,  '■-.  \ 

and  have  been  made  in  former  years  by  the  Board  of  Assess- 
ors. The  Board  of  Police  was  instructed  by  said  chapter 
279  to  prepare  these  lists  during  the  first  seven  days  of  3I»y. 
It  is  of  advantasre  that  the  work  should  be  done  in  a^t  few 
days  as  jxjssible,  because  the  residents  are  constantly  chang- 
ing their  residences  from  one  place  to  another  in  the  city, 
and  may  be  listed  as  residents  in  more  than  one  place, 
throujrh  the  errors  of  informants,  unless  the  listinj;  is  done 
quickly.  Peraons  also  are  continually  leaving  IJoston,  and 
it  is  important  that  the  latter  should  not  be  listed  at  all.  '■• 

While  there  is  not  time  for  the  Board  of  Police  to  check  the  ja 

fe;  lists  for  duplications  and  errors  before  they  are  printed,  .  -: 

these  duplications  and  errors  are  very  likely  to  be  discov- 
ered later  by  persons  who  may  send  men  to  register  as 
voters  in  the  names  of  persons  who  no  longer  live  in  the 
place  where  they  listed,  and  as  they  are  no  longer  knovro  in  , 

the  precinct,  this  can  be  done  with  comparative  safety.     In 
f  1903,  when  the  work  was  done  in  seven  days,  only  207  .•« 

^}  such  duplications  were  found.     It  is  to  be  noted  that  there 

I'  are  now  in  the  city  of  Boston  194  precincts,  so  tliat  there 

*>  were  only  a  few  more  such  duplications  tlian  one  to  each 

^  precinct  of  the  city.     In  1902,  when  the  work  covered  forty  .,- 

days,  918  such  duplications  were  found. 

During  the  seven  da^s  the  following  number  of  policemen 
were  employed  in  this  work:  Friday,  May  1,  1,0.54; 
Satmvlay,  May  2,  1,04.5;  ilonday.  May  4,  996;  Tuesday,  j| 

May  .5,  1,007;  Wednesday,  ^May  0,  705;  Thursday,  3fay 
7,  430  ;  Friday.  !May  8,  140.  As  each  station  completed 
the  work,  the  officers  on  the  work  decreased  in  number. 

The  police  ofHccr  was  provided  with  printed  cards  upon 
which  l)lank  spaces  were  left  for  the  ward,  precinct,  street 
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and  number,  ii:iiiie,  occupation,  age,  reported  residence  May 
1,  1002,  of  the  resident,  and  for  the  officer's  number,  name 
of  informant  and  informant's  street  and  number.  One  card 
was  prcparcil  in  advance  with  the  name  of  the  street  and  the 
number  "f  the  hou>e  for  every  hou.-e  in  the  city.  The 
police  otiirer  was  instructed  to  ri-it  each  house,  and  by  in- 
quiry of  some  reliable  person  inform  himself  of  the  facta 
necessary  to  enable  him  to  fill  in  a  card  tor  each  male  person 
residing  therein  wlio  was  over  twenty  years  of  age. 

Day  ofncers  wcr.'  detailed  to  thi^  work  on  their  various 
routes,  and  all  the  night  officers  in  a  stiitiori,  aft<T  their 
night  work  was  dont  ,  were  detailed  during  the  day  in  one 
particular  iirecinct,  in  order  that  a  precinct  might  be  com- 
pleted a?  soon  a*  po>>ible.  (Xote  that  uiore  police  officers 
were  on  duty  and  tliat  the  city  was  ther«-fi>re  better  prot-ectcd 
during  the  day  and  up  to  ten  oclo-'-k  at  night  ttian  it  gener- 
ally is.  Diiring  the  remainder  of  the  night  the  usual  pro- 
tection \ras  given.)  "When  the  c-ards  for  a  precinct  were 
completed  they  were  sent  at  onc«  to  Police  Station  IG, 
where,  in  the  drill  hall,  clerks,  var\Mng  in  number  fi'om  100 
to  22.'i,  worked  during  the  day  and  part  of  the  night  in 
copying  the  contents  of  the  cards  on  to  the  li^ts,  making 
two  lists  at  one  time  with  carbon  paper,  one  for  the  Election 
Commissioners  and  one  for  the  printer,  to  whom  they  were 
sent  on  May  11. 

Fac\i  oiEcer  wa>  provided  with  an  epitome  of  the  law  of 
domicile  in  his  pamiih'.et  of  in?trui-tions,  and  it  was  found 
that  fiw  names  wovi-  erroneously  let't  off  or  placed  on  the 
lists  by  reason  of  igru.ratice  of  the  law  bv  police  ofiicers. 
AViiere  ditnculties  could  be  anticijated,  however,  as  in 
hotels  and  large  lodging-houses,  lieutenants  and  sergeants 
were  detaik-d  to  f)btain  the  iiifomiatifm  cnccrninsT  the  resi- 
dents therein. 

No  serious  difficulty,  except  that  of  delay,  w.as  exjie- 
rienced  in  oblaiiiing  accurate  infortuatiou  tIu'ou:rh  interpre- 
ter-, tlu.;ii.'h  intcrjin  tcrs  had  to  !v-  nM-i  in  many  insbuues; 
:ini!  it  vi- found  m<  re  difficult,  for  this  .-;:id  otiier  rea.-ons, 
to  acconipli-li  th.-  work  in  M>u:e  divi.-ioiis  than  in  others. 
The  m:ij..rii_v  of  llie  police  stations  tiui-licd  the  work  in  tive 
da_v.~  :   h;;t  all  >even  davs  uere  ncces-arv  in  some  instances. 
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Section  1  of  ciiapter  279  further  provides  that  the  Board 
of  Police  "  shall  aUo  inquire,  at  tlie  residence*  of  the  women 
voters  whose  names  are  contained  in  the  list  transmitted  to 
them  bv  the  F^Icction  Commissioners  under  section  8  of  this 
act,  whether  siuli  women  voters  arc  resident  thereat,  and 
shall  thereujwu  make  true  lists  of  the  womea  voters  found 
by  them."  A  card  of  a  different  color,  but  othenvise  similar 
to  that  used  in  noting  facts  concerning  a  male  resident,  was 
used  to  obtain  this  information  concerning  women  voters,  f' 

and  such  lists  were  made  and  supplied  to  the  Election  Com- 
missioners. 

Prorision  was  made  in  said  chapter  270  for  adding  to  the 
lists  of  male  residents  by  supplementary  lists.  There  were 
3,412  applications  made  to  be  added  to  the  lists.  These 
omissions  were  occasioned  in  different  ways.  ^\-S  above 
.stated,  a  card  was  written  before  the  1st  of  ifay  for  every 
house  in  thi-  city.  Owing  to  the  short  time  that  the  Board 
of  Police  had  for  prciKiring  a  complete  list  of  houses,  cards 
for  a  number  of  Ijouses  were  omitted  (such  as  new  houses,  ' 
etc.).  Officers  were  iiistnicted  to  visit  each  house,  whether 
a  card  had  been  prepared  or  not ;   but  in  some  cases  houses  >  ► 

for  which  no  canls  were  provided  were  not  visited,  by  error 
of  tlie  officers.  Many  applications  to  be  placed  on  the  sup- 
plementary lists  were  made  b}'  persons  living  in  such  omitted 
houses.  A  more  complete  list  of  houses  will  be  made  before 
May  1, 1904.  Besidents  were  omitted  who  were  temporarily 
absent  from  the  city  on  May  1,  and  whose  names  were  not 
given  to  the  ix>lice  by  the  occupants  of  the  house  where 
they  resided,  from  ignorance  of  the  law.  ilany  residents 
of  Boston  leave  the  city  and  close  their  homes  before  ilay  1. 
Provision  is  made  in  the  iwmphlet  of  instructions  that  an 
officer  who  findi«  a  house  closed,  if  he  cannot  get  of  the 
neighbors  reliable  information,  shall  ascertain  the  business 
address  of  the  occupant,  wliere  accurate  infonnation  may  be 
obtained ;  but  the  infonnation  so  obtained  may  come  after 
the  seven  days  liave  expired,  and  so  cannot  be  made  use  of. 
Soldiers  und  sailors,  commercial  and  other  travellers,  who 
were  al)-etit  on  ilay  1,  also  properh'  applied  during  the 
summer  to  be  placed  on  tlie  supplementary  lists.  It  is  to 
be  anticipated,  therefore,  that  many  such  applications  will 
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be  iiitide  every  ycir  in  the  futuru,  as  they  have  been  in  the 
past. 

The  prepanition  of  the>.'  li^ts  has  been  of  benefit  to  the 
police  forte.  It  is  the  duty  of  a  polite  offioer  to  tamiliari/.e 
himself  with  the  names  and  fares  of  persons  who  reside  on 
his  route,  in  order  that,  among  other  reasons,  he  may  be 
able  to  prevent  illegal  voting  at  caueuscs  and  elections. 
The  offii  ers'  jirivilege  and  duty,  under  the  new  law.  to  inquire 
'j  at  each  house  the  names  of  the  male  persons  living  therein, 

has  irreatiy  aided  tJiem  t<->  know  the  men  who  live  on  their 
routes.  I'riiiteil  copies  of  the  lists  of  re>idcnts  are  furnished 
to  all  officers,  to  aid  tlieni  in  this  work.  These  facts  are 
well  known  among  violate  r~  of  the  election  law.  and  ait  as 
a  deterrent. 

It  i-.  to  lie  noted,  in  connection  \\ith  thi>  subjecr  of  the 
listing  of  residents,  that  police  officei-s  arc  trained  by  their 
prole-sional  fluties  to  su-;pei-t  and  detect  attemjite  I  violations 
of  the  law.  Att^-mpts  to  violate  the  laws  relating  to  the 
listing  of  tlie  residents,  cither  by  false  information  on  May  1, 
or  b\'  making  a  iiilse  apj)li.-ation  to  be  put  on  the  supple- 
mentary list,  should  be,  and  wi-  think  oft<_'u  are,  instinctively 
susiJCcted  and  prevented  by  police  otiicers  :  and  it  is  certain 
that  malefactors  are  d<  terred  from  making  such  attempts 
by  the  knowledge  that  .-uch  applications  have  to  be  made 
and  infonnation  given  to  a  police  officer  in  tlic  presence  of 
a  numlter  of  ])olice  officer*. 

It  would  seem  that  certain  portions  of  .•-aid  chapter  279 
are  not  consistent.  .'Section  4,  which  provides  for  tlic  mak- 
ing of  applications  to  be  put  on  the  supi)!ementarv  list, 
sa3-.s,  in  the  third  jianigrapii :  " //' ///e  hoard  ■•/ police  are 
j"j.lv<Jii:J  that  such  ataterneriU  are  true,  thev  shall  give  such 
applicant  a  certificate  that  he  was  a  resident  of  said  city  on 
said  fir.-t  day  of  May."  .Si-ction  7  says:  "The  board  of 
police  shall  forthwith,  after  any  such  applicant  has  been 
given  a  certificate,  make  investigation  as  to  whether  sm  h 
ai)plica!;t  actually  resided  at  thj  time  named  in  the  state- 
ment p'escnted  by  him  in  the  buildintr  named  tljiicin.'' 
The  Board  of  Police  had  to  decide  whether,  in  accordance 
Mith  section  I,  they  -liould  sati»fy  theni>elvcs  bv  examina- 
tion  that  the  .-tatements  ma  le   iiy  the  applicant  wen    true 
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hefope  tber  gave  the  certUicatc  to  that  effect,  or  whether 
thej  sboold  certify  («a  perhaps  suggested  by  section  7)  to 
the  tnxth  of  the  8t4itoment  l>efoie  they  liad  made  exaiuiuation 
into  the  £u;ts.  In  thli  connection  it  is  to  be  noted  that  tlie 
exanunation  of  the  applications  was  not  merely  formal. 
The  lav  <^  domicile  in  diiiicult  to  understand,  and  is  not 
uod«r4ood  by  moot  i>er:>ons.  Honest  applications  were 
made  bj  persons  who  believed  that  they  were  entitled  to 
be  ]»ted,  bat  who  were  not.  There  were  52  applications 
refosed  after  examination  ;  9  cases  were  prosecuted ;  6  per- 
son* wers  convicted  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  279, 
whic&  provides  a  |)unishment  for  persons  making  false 
ftppKf^tioiw.  The  following  sentences  were  imposed:  1, 
to  sir  months'  imprUonmeut ;  2,  to  three  months;  1,  to 
si.xty  day*;  and  2,  to  thirty  d:iys. 

It  was  isome  inconvenience  to  the  would-be  voter  to  have 
to  make  two  trips  to  be  registered  as  a  voter;  first  to  make 
hi«  application  to  the  Boaid  of  Police,  and  again  to  the 
Election  Commissioners  with  his  certificate  of  residence  to 
be  registered  as  a  voter:  but  the  inconvenience  Is  not  so 
serkwr  s  matter  as  it  would  at  first  seem  to  be.  After  an 
apf^ortion  bad  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Police,  the  certificate,  that  the  applicant  resided  where  he 
said  he  did  was  sent  bj'  |)olice  officers  to  the  residence  of  the 
appiksat;  and  as  after  Oct.  3,  1903,  the  Election  Cominis- 
siMKXs  <^)eaed  offices  for  the  registration  of  voters  in  the 
vaxieia»  ootlying  parts  of  Boston,  it  was  obviously  not 
neeeasarr  for  the  applicant  who  resided  at  some  distance 
from  the  centre  of  the  city  to  make  a  second  trip  to  the 
Electioa  Commissioners'  office  in  Court  Square,  but  he  could 
take  hh  certificate  to  the  place  near  his  home  where  pro- 
vii>ioQi  vrzi  made  for  the  registration  of  voters.  They  could 
then  regjiter  as  voters  in  time  to  vote  at  the  State  election, 
but  oot  :i  the  first  primaries,  A  large  proportion  of  the 
applieaaVi  (1,493)  lived  within  a  short  distance  of  Court 
Square-- 

ITse  foll/jwing  plan,  a<  a  renjc(l\'  for  the  inconvenience 
refeixed  to  above,  was  ■•uggC'-tcd  to  the  city  conmiittces  of 
IxAh  parties,  and  worked  >!itisr:ict(»rily  to  the  limited  extent 
to  vriach  the  persons  interested  chose  to  use  it.     The  city 
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coimnittccs  were  invited  to  give  to  the  jiolicc  a  li^-t  of  the 
persons  found  to  have  been  omitted  from  the  list  of  resi- 
dent--^, ami  an  examination  ^\-as  made  at  once  at  the  residence 
of  those  peoide.  Copies  of  tiie  names  and  residences  of 
such  per-ons  as  were  found  to  be  residents  were  given  to  all 
officers  detailed  to  receive  applications  to  be  placed  on  the 
supplementary  list,  and  such  persons  were  ofiven  certificates 
at  once  on  application.  A  very  large  proiwrtion  of  such 
omis-ions  are  di.^-overed  In-  the  t^o  political  parties  ;  and 
if  the  w.ird  conuuiltecs  undci-siand  and  adopt  the  above  sug- 
gested ])lan,  applicants  to  be  placed  on  tlie  supplementary 
list  would  be  given  their  certilicatcs  on  application,  and 
could  then  take  them  at  once  to  the  Electicm  Commissioners' 
office. 

The  Board  of  Police  made  examination  into  the  truth  of  the 
statements  made  in  applications  before  tiioy  g;ive  the  cer- 
tificates of  residence,  and  the  Board  recommends  that  tlie 
phi-aseology  of  chapter  279  l)e  adapted  to  this  policy.  The 
third  paragniph  of  section  4  of  chjipter  279  should  be  amended 
also.  It  read>  at  present  as  follows  :  "  But  no  person  sliall 
be  listed  or  be  given  such  certificate  later  than  the  first  da}* 
of  September.'  During  part  of  the  hist  da}-  of  August  and 
on  the  first  day  of  Septcmher  in  1903  there  was  therefore 
no  time  to  examine  into  the  tiuthof  the  statements  in  appli- 
cations. The  Board  therefore  gave  certificates  on  those 
days  at  the  time  applications  were  made,  and  made  the  ex- 
amination afterward,  with  the  result  that  twelve  certificates 
were  cancelled  after  it  proved  that  tlie  .-tiitemeuts  made  in 
the  applications  were  false.  The  Board  recommends  that 
the  third  paragraph  of  section  4  be  amended  by  striking 
out  the  last  two  lines  thereof  and  iu^erting  in  their  place  the 
following:  "  But  no  such  application  shall  l)c  received  later 
than  the  fir.-t  day  of  September,  and  no  such  certificate  -hall 
be  given  later  than  the  tenth  day  of  September."'  In  this 
way  the  work  of  lifting  will  end  September  1,  and  the  Board 
will  he  en:iblcd  to  examine  into  the  truth  or  falsity  of  tijc 
application-  before  giving  certificates  tiurcfor. 

The  Board  of  Bolici  decided  that  ajjplicaticns  to  he  placed 
on  the  .-upplemeiitary  list  of  residents  would  be  received 
only  at  head(jUart>rs  in  I'.iuberton   S(iuare.      There  is  umJi 
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detail  in  connection  with  the  filing  of  such  applications  and 
the  making  oath  thereto,  such  as  the  transcription  into  the 
book  provided  for  by  the  statute,  the  correction  and  cheek- 
ing of  errors  in  the  printed  list-:,  and  the  daily  reference  to 
the^  original  cards  riled  at  headquarters,  besides  the  legal 
<juestion3  which  arose.  The  work  would  have  been  difficult 
to  accomplish  satisfactorily  except  at  headquarters  under 
one  direction- 
It  was  suggested  that  it  would  be  more  couTenient  for  the 
applicants  to  file  and  take  oath  to  their  applications  at  the 
police  stations  nearest  thch'  homes,  and  that  a  projiortioa  of 
applicants,  Ironi  modesty  or  timidity,  might  be  prevented 
from  applying  by  the  fact  that  at  headfiuaitcns  in  Pembertoii 
Square  criminal*  might  be  .seen  and  police  officers  would  be 
present.  But  if  applications  had  been  made  at  police  station 
houses  applicants  would  have  been  subjected  to  the  same 
conditions,  pcrhajjs  more  intensified,  inasmuch  a-s  more 
criminals  are  brought  to  station  houses  than  to  headquarters, 
and  at  least  the  same  number  of  olHcials  would  be  present 
at  the  stations  as  at  hejulquarters.  The  majority  of  the 
applicants  were  protected  from  such  annoyances  by  pro- 
viding for  the  filing  of  applications  in  a  room  in  the  clerical 
portion  of  the  otiices  in  Pemberton  Square  not  used  for 
criminal  business. 

Section  2  of  chapter  279  provides  that  the  Board  of  Police 
"shall,  on  or  before  the  twelfth  day  of  May  of  each  year," 
transmit  to  the  Election  Commissioners  the  lists  made  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  section.  By  '*  li^ts"  are  meant 
the  lists  as  copied  byjhe  clerks  from  the  original  cards. 
While  it  is  possible  for  such  lists  to  be  copied  before  the 
12th  of  May,  a*  was  done  this  year,  the  cost  of  copying  ia 
very  nmch  increased  by  the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of 
the  work  has  to  l>e  done  at  night  at  a  higher  rate  j)er  hour. 
The  Board  of  Police  recommends  tliat  the  law  be  so  altered 
tliat  the  lists  may  be  transmitted  to  the  Election  Commis- 
S  sioiicrs  before  the  i8th  of  ilay,  instead  of  the  12th. 

Section  2  of  cluiptcr  271)  provides  that  the  Board  of  Police 
"shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  of  each  year," 
prepare  ceilain  lists,  as  above  provided  for,  "printed  in 
pamphlet  form,"  etc.     While   it  is  possible  to  print  such 
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lists  bcforo  the  fifteonih  day  of  June,  as  ■was  done  this  year, 
it  i<.  lor  the  same  reasons  given  above,  exp.;nsive  to  accom- 
plish tlie  n-rk  in  the  ^Il0^t  time  given.  The  Board  of 
IV.Iicc  tiieteuo-  ncommendo  that  the  law  be  so  altered  that 
the  lists  may  be  prinled  Ix-fore  tlie  first  day  i)f  July,  instead 
of  bil'ore  the  tifieenth  day  of  .June. 

The  Boar',  of  roliee  recommends  that  provision  be  made 
fur  tlie  {iiir.-^hinent  of  one  who  aids  or  abetj  a  person  in 
making  a  fulsc  allidavit.  taking  a  false  oath  or  tiling  a  false 
certificate  r-rliV.iig  to  the  njalifiiatioiis  of  a:.y  person  in 
r.j--to:i  fer  b-;-riL'  listed  or  given  a  certificate  by  the  Board 
of  Police. 

The  I'ioari  if  Police  reconmnnds  that  chapter  :.'7!',  sec- 
tions -  and  "•.  bi-  so  amended  tiiat  it  sliall  i:Ot  require  the 
Eoiud  c'f  P  '.'.ro  1.1  gi\e  tf)  the  Eh'Ciiun  Commissioni-rs  nor 
to  print  in  :>:••  li-ts  ji'iblished  in  jximphlct  form  the  names 
and  i<-.-idi!i-e-  ol'  the  pei-s<ins  who  give  the  iid'ormation 
relating'  to  i  ulc'  ]ht>oiis  and  women  voters  residing  in  the 
city  if  Po-ti  ::.  As  the  original  cards  eontaiuiag  such  facts 
are  ke|>t  on  lilc  in  tlie  office  of  the  Board  of  Police,  the 
cojiying  :ini  printing  i>f  such  matter  would  seem  to  be  un- 
necessary :uii  e\])en~ive. 

As  Act  KEL.vnvK  to  the  Listing  and  Registeatios  of  Voters

Be  il  eitnctcd  f"  the  Senate  and  Eouse  of  Beprt^-:n-'alicts  in   Gtneral 
Court  assim'A-.d,  nti'l  by  the  aul?u>rily  of  the  f-anu,  oifolloux  : 

Section  I.  Whoever  la  Boston  aids  or  abets  a  person  in  know- 
ingly  or  wilful'y  miking  a  false  atfidavit,  takiag  a  false  oath  or 
signing  a  fal~e  certificate,  relitive  to  the  qual;5catioQ8  of  any 
person  for  be:2g  listed  as  a  resident  thereof  or  given  a  certiScate 
of  such  rc&iJence  by  the  board  of  police,  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year. 

Sectkin  •_'.  Section  one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
.  nine  of  the  acls  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  vvhole  of  said  seclioa,  and  inserting 
in  p'.aie  there;  f  the  fo'Iowing: — Seclior.

It  w:is  Used  tluriag  the  daytime  in  that  part  of  the 
eitj  known  a.s  the  Back  Bay  district,  where  the  most  ex- 
peosjire  residences  of  the  city  arc  located,  \ery  nearly  all 
(cri  which  are  left  vacant  during  the  summer.  Tiiicves,  in 
fonner  vears,  have  woAai  in  thia  district  iu  the  daytime 
asd  not  during  the  ni^it  time.  Hcverul  years  ago  many  of 
these  houses  were  entraed  during  the  summer  while  they

With  the  aid  of  an  odometer  it 
ias  been  easy  for  the  cae^Cain  to  known  what  work  it  has 
diwie  during  the  day. 

Few  arrests  have  l>een  made  by  the  oflSc-er  on  the  auto- 
matnle,  but  the  presence  »>f  the  automobile  with  the  olBcer 
La*  discouraged  loafers  aasd  disreputable  people  from  fre- 
qnenting  the  Back  Bay  «sl-'trict.  It  has  not  been  used  to 
orertakc  other  automobile,  or  mnaway  horses  or  es<-aping 
feSoo.-?,  nor  was  it  intendtsl  that  it  should  be  thus  usc<l, 
thtOGgh  in  the  future  auli?/«iiobile>  may  be  found  uf  use  for 
the^  and  other  jjurpooe*.

Bureau  of  Criminal  Inveali'iatiou. 
The  "  Rogue!5'  Grallery "'  now  contains  1 7,829  photographs, 
12,829  of  which  are  photographs  with  Bertillon  measure- 
meats,  a  system  used  by  this  dei)artmeat  during  the  jwist 
fire  years.  In  accordance  with  an  act  {massed  b}'  the  I^egis- 
l&ture  March  28,  1899  (chapter  203,  sections  1  and  2),  we 
are  allowed  photographs,  with  Bertillon  measurements,  of 
all  convicts  now  in  the  several  prisons  in  this  Stsitc,  and  of 
those  who  have  been  confined  there  and  who  are  measured 
under  that  system  and  photographs  taken, — a  numl>er  of 
which  have  already  been  added  to  our  liortillon  cabinet. 
This,  together  with  the  adoption  of  the  system  by  this  de- 
partment in  18-'8,  is  and  will  continue  to  be  of  great  assist- 
ance in  the  identification  of  criminals.  A  large  number  of 
important  identifications  have  thus  been  made  during  the 
3-ear,  for  this  and  other  police  departments,  through  which 
the  sentences  in  many  instances  have  been  materially  in- 
creased. The  records  of  1,4(51  criminals  have  been  added 
to  the  recoi-d*  kept  in  this  Bureau,  which  now  contain  a 
total  of  2(>,131.  This  Bureau  has  issued  385  prison  repoils 
of  discharged  convicts,  containing  the  full  records,  descrip- 
tion, distinguishing  marks,  etc.,  of  144  convicts  who  were 
discharged  during  the  year,  and  whose  records  were  con- 
sidered of  sufficient  iunK)rtance  to  preserve.  Other  {loiice 
departments  were  furnished  with  1 43  copies  of  these  rcpoi-ts. 
The  number  of  cases  repoited  to  this  office  which  Imve  been 
investigated  during  the  >'ear  are  11,050,  —  4,229  of  which 
are  recorded  on  the  assignment  books  kept  for  thus  purpose, 
and  reports  made  on  these  cases  are  filed  away  for  future 
reference.  letters  and  telegrams,  to  the  numl)er  of  about 
2,O0<1  yearly,  are  now  filed  with  the  numbered  reports  to 
which  they  refer,  so  that  all  the  papers  ptitaining  to  a  case 
can  be  found  in  the  same  envelope,  thus  simplifying  the 
matters  when  inumnation  is  desired  on  any  case.  The  sys-

In  compliance  with  chapter  454  of  the  Acts  of  1894  and 
chapter  i'4;)  ot  the  Acts  of  l^;i?<,  10,014  feet  of  underground 
cable  Iws  been  laid  on  Division  H,  21,.i75*  feet  on  Division 
♦),  and  4,800  feet  on  Division  12. 

On  account  of  changes  in  division  boundaries  of  Divisions 
4  and  10,  one  new  signal  box  was  placed  on  Division  16j 
for  which  1,585  feet  of  undergroand  cable  was  laid,  making 
451  signal  boxes  in  service. 

There  are  in  use  in  the  signal  .service  26  horses,  18  j>atrol 
wagons  and  12  pungs. 

During  the  year  the  wagons  made  29,099  runs,  covering 
an  aggregate  distance  of  25,442  miles.  There  were  24,905 
prisoners  conveyed  to  the  station  houses;  1,147  runs  were 
made  to  take  injiured  and  insane  persons  to  station  houses, 
the  liospitals  or  their  homes ;  and  5.35  runs  were  made  to 
take  lost  eliildren  to  station  houses.  There  were  (!54  runs 
to  fires  and  51  nms  for  liquor  seizures.  Daring  the  year 
there  were  451  signal  boxes  in  use,  arranged  on  (50  circuits ; 
834,537  telephone  messages  and  3,357,500  "  on-duty  "  calls 
were  sent  over  the  lines.

The  p.iVMient-;  on  account  of  pensions  duritiL:  tlic  pa-t 
year  amvunted  to  JlliM.'iO.Ol,  and  it  is  ritimated  that 
j=l'J  I.T.'i.'i  will  be  re<iuired  for  the  puriH)Se  in  r.Rit.  This 
doe-  not  include  pension-  fi^r  1  captain,  1  sergeant,  1  a-si-t- 
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aiit  kecpir  ami  9  patrolmen,  all  of  whom  are  sixty-five 
vears  or  over,  and  are  entitled  to  l>e  pensioned  on  account 
of  .igc  and  term  of  scr\'icc. 

Tlie  invested  fiind  of  tlic  i>olico  charitable  fund  on  the 
-'lOtli  of  November  List  amounted  to  $207, 5oO.  There  are 
r>7  beneficiaries  at  the  present  time,  and  there  has  been  paid 
to  them  the  sum  of  $S,519.oO  during  the  ytast  year. 

The  invested  fiind  of  the  Police  Relief  Association  on  the 
30th  of  Xovember  was  $71,77»;.89.  The  payments  for  the 
rear  amounted  to  $f  l,77f<.oO. 

Financial. 

A  rc(|uisition  was  made  on  the  city  council  for  the  sum 
of  SI, 898, 75^.92  to  meet  the  running  expenses  of  the  de- 
partment, including  the  pensioned  police  officers,  house  of 
detention,  station  house  matrons,  liquor  license  expenses 
and  police  siarnal  svstem  for  the  financial  year. 

The  total  expenditures  for  police  purposes  diuing  the  past 
rear,  including  the  pensions,  house  of  detention,  station 
honse  matrons,  liijuor  license  exix^nses  and  listing  persons 
twenty  jcars  of  age  or  more,  but  exclusive  of  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  police  signal  system,  were  |l,801,*)2y.42. 

The  total  revenue  paid  into  the  city  treasury  from  fees 
for  licenses  over  which  the  police  have  suj>ervision  was 
$1,487,309.10,  of  which  $1,440,237.9.5  was  received  for 
liquor  licenses.      (See  Table  X^^I.) 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  police  signal  sj'stem  during 
the  year  was  $60,929.99.      (See  Table  XVIII.) 

Co.NCLLSIOX. 

The  Board  of  Police  call  attention  to  the  increase  in  ar- 
rests for  various  offences;  they  attribute  such  increase  to 
additional  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  patrolmen,  and  com- 
mend the  work  performed  by  the  oftii-ers  during  the  past 
year,
